BEES OF THE NIGHT THAT BUZZ AND

Life in the Trenches Described by a Teacher Who Turned Soldier—
Strenuous, Strange Existence in the World of War. 3

L ¥ ARH like the beasts of the forest—

prowling by night In menrch of food,
crouching by day In terror of bullets, sleep-
less day and night In the rain-soaked mud of
the freeaing trenches' It is a letter from
world of war to the world of peace, It 18 the
story of a tencher turned goldler, the keen
Impressions of J, Norton Cru, for alx years
instructor {n French at Willlams College, who
returned to join his regiment 4t the outbreul
of war, and who writes to a former colleague
In these terma:

"Wao llve here apart from the clvil and
civiized world, in n military and subter-
ranean waste, and we are #so happy Lo re-
celve news from your -world, from Will-
lams, which survivea In such contrast to our
tranchies. This reminds me that a few months
ago I was o tedcher, & peaceful citizen de-
voted to his studies. A teacher? [ hardly re«
sémble one now. My long beard, uncut for
four monthe, glves mo an almost wild appear-
unce; tha mud of the trenches covers ma
from my heavy boots to my wall-worn kepl;
my garments are torn and are falling to
pleces: my face goes unwashed for a week
at & time (once for two weeks); all of which
Is scarcely professional.

When the Moon Comes Out

“The life that T lend is hard, very hard,
but I And within myself latent reserves of
stoleism and healthy vigor, the exlstence of
which I had not even suspected. I have been
at the front since the 16th of October, First
we were set to digging trenches for our com-
rades, Inter we occupled trenches made by
others. Yes, I have directed a squad of men
with pleks and ahiovels. And thrilling It Is to
do this work on & dark night opposite the
German trenches which are firlng upen ua.
Than you fear the moon, for as soon na It
comes from behind a cloud * * * dzinn,
dzinn, comes a volley of rifle balls, Wa are
ordered not to fire, not to reply, but to work
fast, very fast., Ah, thess bees of the night
whioh busz in ¥our ears, what a horrid sound
they make. An soon as we hear Lhe first ons,
wa throw ourselves flat on our stomachs, our
faced close to the ground, and walt untl] It
Is ovar. Then back to the pleks and shovels
ngaln,

“Far mora than a monih we wers In o vast
forest where the hostils arorplanes could not
mee us. We built huts of branches, where
we lved quletly enough, In spita of the ghelly
which flew over our heads, destined not for
us but for others. One evening, however, as
I was finishing my ratlon, & sharp hissing
nolss followed by a deafening exploslon fillad
us with terror, It wns a shell of great call-
bre, a ‘marmite,’ as we call them, that had
fallen nenrby, In a few minutes we ware all
in the desp holes that we had duy near our
buts in anticipation of just such an exigenoy.
It was lucky for us that we had thess re-
treats, for other ‘marmitos’ followed, whose
enormous fragments mowed down branches
and small trees all about us. No one of ud
was injured.
